agricultural 
interests of the state and the

printifl in the form of bulletins that are sent out to farm 
ere fr«*e, and also «iemonstrators and inspectors are sent 
'over the country at public expense to “instruct” those on 
the farm as to tin* beat methtxls of producing crops, all of 
which may lie very helpful, but these things are done by 
men who draw a monthly salary from the state.

practicing deception but because lie dis 
cove rs u real advantage whom anoth­ 
er could find only a druwbaek.

to 
leave off advertising your own animals 
or products for a time and devote a 
few wc-eks to creating an interest in 
that class of anímala or produc ts as 
a whole.
